Out in the honeymoon land of Nia- 
gara Falls, Station WJJL has a top 
d.j. in the person of George Lorenz 
This is the answer we received from 
George after inquiring as to how he 
programs his show. 


“How do t program my show? That 
has always been the sixty-four dollar 
question. I think I have, in the last 
five years, programmed it in a manner 
that has today become the trend for 
custodians of the turn-tables. First, I 
offer a mixture of males, females and 
vocal groups of all descriptions. To add 
balance, I always use an instrumental. 
Then I spice it up with a middle-of- 
the-road hillbilly and a good blues kick. 
(Naturally a blues, because I do a two- 
hour blues show daily and seem to lean 
strongly toward this type of music.) 


GEORGE LORENZ, WJJL 


“I know what 1 have told you makes 
it sound kind of simple, but when you 
stop to think that you have sweet 
singers, jump singers, male vocal 
groups, mixed groups, lush instrumen- 
tals (ala Mantovani) pop and jump in 
the Marterie manner, then it becomes 
a chore. 

“It is interesting work, one that | 
wouldn’t trade for all of the large pro- 
duction of coffee in Brazil.
